AMERICAN INDIANS 

The Indians are the original inhabitants of the American continent. You probably 
know the Indians through “westerns”, the films about the Far West. In “westerns”, 
Indians are always savage and cruel but the reality is different. “The Indians are 
peaceful”, Christopher Columbus wrote to the King and Queen of Spain, “and 
they love their neighbours. They speak in a sweet and gentle way...; and though it 
is true that they do not wear dresses, yet their manners are decorous.”

Since Columbus’ times, the white men have killed thousands of Indians and have 
nearly destroyed their way of life and their culture. So there are not many Indians 
nowadays and generally they prefer to live on reservations so they can preserve 
and practise their tribal customs and ways of life. 

There are about 275 reservations, most of which lie west of the Mississippi River. 
Avery large reservation, Navajoland, is in Northern New Mexico and Arizona. Na¬ 
vajo Indians live there and they breed cattle or work on farms. The Navajo women 
are expert rug weavers: their rugs are soft, durable and have beautiful colours. But 
living conditions on the reservations are very bad and the poor Indians, after so 
many years, still suffer injustices.

There’s a great deal of land in the fifty United States, but there are also a great many people. 
Where did the people come from? 

The first Americans were Indians. Today there are about 900,000 American Indians. One part 
of the country has an especially large Indian population, and that is the southwest. 
Negroes first came to America from Africa as slaves. President Lincoln freed the slaves in 
1863. About eleven percent of the present population are Negroes. 

The first immigrants in American history came from England and The Netherlands. So they 
were English or Dutch. Soon immigrants began to arrive from many other countries, and they 
are still arriving. In 1790 the new nation had fewer than four million people. Today there are 
more than 210 million. These include people from every part of the world. 

And now a few words on the size of the United States. Visitors to the United States are often 
surprised to learn the distance from the east coast to the west coast. It is more than 3,500 
kilometres from the Atlantic Ocean on the east coast to the Pacific Ocean on the west. A jet 
plane crosses the continental United States in about five hours, but a traveller in a fast railroad 
train needs more than forty-eight hours to cross the country. 

The new state of Hawaii is a very long way from the states on the east coast of the continent. 
Hawaii is in the Pacific Ocean. It is more than 3,000 kilometres from Hawaii to the mainland of 
the United States ».
